The Sh th annual Upper Peninsula State Fair in Esca­ 
naba is history and the lights don't burn on the lag ground* 
this week and there h i t no “Moos” to be heard in the 
cattle barns and no rides on the midway. 
The fair was successful and outdid the previous year's 
exposition in several departments. 
Parking 
fees topped 
1962. East year less than the posted $25,000 was awarded 
in premiums and this y ea r’s fair paid off $26,652, an in­ 
crease of $2,629. 
The impact of this prize money is influential and good. 
There were more dairy rattle at the fair this y ea r 
than last, quality was better than ever; dairying, despite 
its surpluses and m arketing problems, could see at the 
fair a preparation for a b e tte r future for this most im­ 
portant phase of Upper Peninsula farming-

The 4-H Club activities were outstanding. This r o u t Ii 
program for both rural and urban areas is one of the 
brightest activities in the Upper Peninsula and one of the 
best pails of the fair. The 1-11 boys and girls would have 
brought twice as many horses to the fair, but there w asn't 
housing for so many. 
The beef cattle department 
w a s outstanding 
and 
showed the gains th a t have been made in beef ranching 
in the Upper Peninsula. Michigan raises less than half the 
beef it eats and the Upper Peninsula is determined to got 
a bigger cut of the business. Next big beef events in the 
U. P. will be the feeder calf sales in Ontonagon and Esca­ 
naba in October. 
Some of the fair departm ents like school exhibits were 
too local in cha rac te r and need off season work in o rg a n ­ 
ization to assure wider participation. The buildings of the 
fair are seriously deteriorated and need rehabilitation or, 
as in the case of the exposition building, replacement.

Fair Manager Hay T^aPorte and the Board of Fair 
Managers have mentioned their building needs often, but 
haven’t prevailed on the state yet. Some state a r r a n g e ­ 
ments of multiple use should be possible so that the fair 
facilities can be used for warehousing or oilier purposes 
in the other 51 weeks of the year. 
The Upper Peninsula h an d c rafts and aits exhibit was 
small but good and should be expanded for the good of 
both the fa ir and the Peninsula’s handcrafters. lf the fair 
did for U. P. handcrafting and wood industries what it 
does for animal husbandry its benefits would be sulv- 
stantially enlarged. 
The Board of Managers, with two new appointees, 
should be encouraged to venture much more actively in 
both entertainment and in education. The queen contest 
shows th a t Upper Peninsula cooperation with the fair "im

While the event stresses agriculture ii was not eon- 
eeived as a fa rm fair, but was intended in be a general 
exposition of the Upper Peninsula's society, economy and 
oui tu re. 
The organization of the fair is political; the governor 
appoints the members of the Board of Managers with the 
advice and consent of the Senate and partisan political in­ 
fluence has always been notable. A t times the fair has 
seemed more ambitious to be a springboard for politicians 
than for its trampoline artists, but the flagrancy of having 
the old pols parade with the beauty queens in the gra n d ­ 
stand show is long past and the political ribwork is much 
more subtle today. This is a hope of the lair for improve­ 
ment, because while it is a genuinely good fair it can lie 
improved by m aking more of its activities more represen­ 
tative of the entire U. P., the way its best departm ents 
are. 
Appointments to the fair hoard finally control the 
quality of the fair, surely as they do those to the Supreme 
Court, so the governor’s office sets the pace for the fair 
and when tenure is sufficiently extended can he charged 
with its quality.

Acne Treatment 
Is Individualized 
For Each Patient 


of acne is usually tailormade fo r 
each individual patient, 
because 
there is no universal cure, says 
a dermatologist at the University 
of Michigan Medical Center. 
Dr A. C. Curtis 
urges 
physi­ 
cians not to belittle acne as just 
part of the growing-up process. 
He says there are at least four 
major gradations of the 
disease, 
ranging from simple 
blackheads 
to widespread skin infections and 
scarring. 
‘■Acne 
usually 
occurs 
during 
adolescence: an age when the in­ 
dividual's personal appearance is 
of utmost importance, and it can 
have a shattering effect on his ef­ 
forts toward personal and social 
adjustment,” Dr 
Curtis explains. 
“ Often he needs 
every 
medical 
aid we can give him. 
“ The oily face, back and chest; 
toe oily hair and dandruff 
asso­ 
ciated w ith acne, are all due to 
hormone stimulation of 
Hie 
oil 
glands. During puberty these in­ 
crease greatly in size and secre­ 
tion ” 
Dr. Curtis 
recommended 
that 
physicians 
explain 
the 
basic 
known facts to their acne patients. 
1— That there is no quick and 
easy path to improvement. 
2— That 
successful 
treatment 
hinges on the patient’s faithfulness 
in carrying out his doctor’s orders. 
3— That strenuous physical ac­ 
tivity or 
emotional 
excitement 
can 
cause 
the 
disease 
to 
flare 
up 
4— And that any “ traum a.” such 
as squeezing the lesions, might in­ 
flame them and make the condi­ 
tion worse. 
Medical treatment for acne v ar­ 
ies greatly among different pati­ 
ents. Among the methods which 
m ay be prescribed to control cer­ 
tain types of the 
disorder 
are: 
frequent washing with soap and 
water: m edically drying the skin 
with lotions of sulfur and other 
chemical agents: the use of anti­ 
biotics: hot compresses of sui titr­ 
ated solutions; and physical 
re­ 
moval of the lesions by incision 
and drainage. 
Other methods sometimes 
em­ 
ployed involve hormone therapy, 
special diets, antibacterial 
con­ 
trols and physical therapy, he re­ 
ported.
